Yesterday tho noonday service was 
largely attended, iiot\vitli«taudiiig the 
cold "hnd--'-dixn»roeftble state of the 
weather. The requests for praying 
included one of thankfulness ou the 
pari of Christians for tho great bless- 
ing already given to Liverpool; for a 
large and continual blessing ou tho 
singing of the l/osjjel Hymns by Mr. 
Sau key; for thofJewa in Liverpool, that 
they may bo led to see that Jesus is 
Christ; tor invalids, that God would 
bless tho,.»iiiesr>.igos carried to them 
from this hull ; tor ouo who has come 
eighty milos to these services, and is 
still burdened with bis eii);for a young 
nuolstfer WttlQd in his luird about 
the cardiiinl truths of religion; for 
four old persons, aged seventy-two, 
Berenty-sevea, •seventy-eight, and 
ninety'; f r forty three praying fathers, 
th it tuey may live to see their prayers 
answered lor the r children ;for twenty- 
one sisters, who are very anxious 
about belovedtottes. Mr. Moody took 
for the subject of Lis ad Iress yester- 
day the iifiy-Lifiu chapter of Isaiah — 
''lLo^''ev.erv one that thirateth." Tho 
service was the same as on the pre- 
vious day. Tlie building was crowd- 
ed to tho'doors at fcbe eveniug service. 
Mr. Moody said he had received by 
the evening's po-st the following re- 
quests from two young men. One was 
asfollo>Ts: "I am in despair! I am 
so bound by tho chains ol my past liio 
that I cannot, escape. There is no op' 
oning fur uiti bat death; and, there- 
fore^ ask the prayers of you and your 
congregation. 1 uiti a miserable wretch 
If; in answer, doliverauce comes, you 
will have tjelrveVetJ a lost wretch from 
the jaws of do'atli, fur I cannot much 
longer endure." T ' 1 e other was to the 
folio win','' effect : "Sir, f have attend- 
ed several o{ your meetings since the 
first in the hope of being bles3ed. I 
hive felt much amazed mid ashamed 
at the 'hardness of my heart'. I have 
n-jver '"l'lseii,.*' nor have I over gone 
into tho inquiry room. Will the meet- 
ing pray for rue?'' In asking the cou- 
gregation to engage in prayer Mr. 
Moody aided, "Let us remember 
the.se two eases and the cases of others 
present who may wish to bo remem- 
bered." Mr. Saukey sang the hymn 
commencing "There were ninety and 
nine that' safely lay," and this wasfol- 
lowod bv an address from Mr. Moody 
on "Faith." The "overflow" meeting 
at tho Circus was crowded. 

ais; Lives Lost by a 
Fire. 

Particulars of the burning on tho 
18th ult., of a lucifer-match manufac- 
tory, at Tidaholm, Sweden, by which 
forty-si* lives were lost, are contained 
in a lettor received in Dundee on 
Thursday, written by a i eye- witueis. 
He says: "About five o'clock this 
morning sixty women and children 
were employed making matches, when 
in an instant some of the material 
caught lire, an 1 No. (> room was in 
flames in a few seconds. Some of the 
poor creatures managed to escape, 
but foiiy-thioe.many of them children 
were literally roisteJ to death. Of 
eighteen young Kir's, who camo to 
work at Tidabolm only last week, no 
fewer than twelve perished, and their 
charred remains lie unclaimed by any 
que, Baron Essen, who is proprietor 
of all tho lands and villages round 
Tidaholm, collected tho inhabitants 
together after the fire and conducted 
service in the church, which was 
crowded. Ths scene la's very painful, 
The corpses lay in a heap near . by, 
and the weeping and wailing of the 
relatives were distressing. Forty-six

FOURTH SESSION. 

Thukhdat, April 8th. 

PETITIONS. 

Mr. Holbrook prosonted a resolution 
passed by tho Munioipal Couuctl of JNow 
Wostmiustor asking for thopaasago of tho 
passage, of the Now Westminster Tax 
Titles Bill. 
Mr.W.A.BoberUon said that tho petition 
against Nicholson (givon elsewhere) was a 
charge against a Government ollioial and 
ought to ba considered. Nicholson had 
boon ovoraoor over 35 jobs of government 
work last year and it was not fair that ho 
should toudor for work and that when h e 
failed to got a contract ho should bo ap- 
pointed overseer over tho aamo -work. 

A..M1SKICAN CENTENNIAL. 

Mr. W. A. Robertson asked, do tho 
Government intend placing a sum on the 
Estimates this Session for the purpoao 
of collecting specimens of minerals, tim- 
ber, and other products of this Province, 
■with a view to forwarding tho same to tho 
forthcoming Centennial Exhibition, Phil- 
adelphia? 

Hon. Mr. Walkem asked the hon. gen- 
tleman to withdraw tho question till the 
Esttmates came down. 

B, AND g. OF VOTEISS' BILL. 

Committee on this Bill, Mr. Robinson 
in the Chair. 

Mr. Bobson moved to amond tho Bill 
so that annual registration shall only ap- 
ply to such districts as the Lieutenant- 
Governor Bliftll direct by proclamation- 
being the oonverse of tha section as it was 
introduced. 

Hon. Attorney-(?eneral was opposed to 
the change. He believed in annual regis- 
tration. . 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys donouucod the 
measure in slronti terms. He said tho 
power sought to be obtained by tho Gov- 
ernment through this Bill.was rnpst dan- 
gerouB, 

Mr. Robson said this Bill as it stood 
•was absolutu diseufrauehiscment for two- 
thirds of the electors living in outlying 
districts. 

Mr. Humphreys was of opinion that the 
Bill was framed entirely in the interest of 
Victoria. Ho was willing to assist in 
guarding against any real danger to Vic- 
toria, but be considered tho clause would 
Work unjustly to the Mainland electors, 
a,nd he called on tho Mainland members 
to oppose it. 

The bon. Chief Commissioner said that 
it was the outij ing districts which would 
be most Habje to be swamped. 

Mr. Walkcip disapproved of the propo- 
sition of the member for Nanaimo, Bnd 
thought it would give tho Governor and 
Gounod too much power, 

Mr. RobBon maintained that this would 
place' the responsibility where it ought 

to bo. _ , . 

Mr. Mara thought that tho Provision 
that the Lieut. -Governor in Council 
might, by proclamation, exempt an y on 3 
•very Electoral District, would load to 
to great abuses. Districts which were 
suspected of being adverse to the Gov- 
ernment might not bo exempted, while 
those which were favqrabje to it would 
bo and it was easy to seo that if the ef- 
fodt 'of the Bill was such as many rnoni- 
bprs feared the Government by exempt- 
ing suoh districts as suited thorn, might 
praotically return whom they pleased. 

Mr. SipHhp (bought a Court of Revis- 
ion would deal successfully with tho mat- 
ter, and if tho Chief Commissioner's as- 
sertion that the Court of Revision has 
been found inoperative is true it is bo- 
oaUBO there has hithorto been no evil to 
radress, He sajd that the Chief Commis- 
sioner had declared Yale would bo ex 
emuted and he thought several other of 
the smaller oonstituoneicii would also be 
exempted, ll seemed to him thut the 
Rill was intended for Viotorioftnd should 
bo so W6rded as to confluo its operation 
to that City. 

Mr. Holbrook a'so thought that tho 
Bill should bo confined to Victoria, and 
that it was a great shame to punjsli the 
Mmaipder of ' \bo Province Biniply be- 
pajWe evils were to bo remedied at \io- 
tpria. He would support the amendment 
pf tlio member for Nanaimo. 

Mr. Robspn desired to remind hon. 
member" thlrt tho amendmont was vir- 
tually against tho principle of imposing 
annual registration on tho people. 
The amendment was lost.

Tolmie, Uoll)rook, Humphreys, Robson, 
Mara, Cogau.

' A long wr'anglo horo oocurrad over tho 
ruling of tho Chairman as to tt bother tho 
dep'ate on clause 8 was or not closed.

Tho decision was appealed against, and 
tho Chair wns sustained. 

Clause 9 providea that in addition to 
the other forms to bo compliod with ac- 
cording to the Act, every person claiming 
to vote shall send in a declaration made 
»nd sigued by two voters, before a Justice 
ol the I'eaco according to forma provided 
and aQixed to tho Act to the effect that 
11)9 claimant Hhall have resided for biz or 
twelve months in tho diutrict ui which ho 
ajikims to tote. 

Mr. Hughes opposed the section of this 
olanso which oompellod voters to send in 
declarations aigned by two persons whose 
namea were on tho votor's list. Phis he 
asserted was unnocosaary aftor obliging 
tho poraon to make an affidavit. 

Clause was struck out accordingly. 

After some discussion, tho words "who 
the words objected to" aro written b 
ths Collector. "he shall forth with give n 
tioe to the P*vty who is objected to 



residonco of 12 months in tho Province, G 
months of which to bo spent in tho dis- 
trict in which ho votes. 

Mr. Duck thought that owning proper- 
ty for six months should confer a vote. 

Messrs. Robson and Mara would like 
to see ono general clause applicable to 
the whole Province. Mr. '.Mara -thought 
six months long enough. If d. man was 
obligod to rosido Bix months beforo mak- 
ing application it would be generally 10 
or 15 months before ho could rote. 

Mr. Smitlio said that if we woro to 
como hack to property qualification per- 
sona ought to havo votes in every district 
iu which thoy havo property. 

The Chief Commissioner and Mr.Sem- 
lin maintained that tho lubsoctions were 
n- ooEsary to the bill and to tho protec- 
tion of actual settlers. 

Dr. Tolmie supportod tho view talcon 
by Mr. Smithe. 

Mr. Booth said that a man who bad ro- 
sidod in the Province G months and had 
not secured a property qualification did 
not deserve a vote and ho had no sympa- 
thy for him. (Cries of Oh, Oh, and 
groans) . 

Mr. McCroight coincided to some ex- 
tent with tho last speaker, and thought 
that tho fact of a man having invested 
in property was a good criterion that ho 
was not a bird of passage. 

Tho Committee rose and reported pro- 
gress. 

ESTIMATES. 

Tho Finance Minister laid beforo tho 
House a message enclosing the Estimatos 
which on motion was ordered to bo con- 
sidered on Friday. 

The Chief Commissioner laid before 
tho House the correspondence relating to 
John Gemmell and B. Richardson.

Commercial Treaty With 
the Hawaiian Kingdom' 

In tho Houso of Commons March 22d 
Mr. DeCosmoa moved his resolution de- 
claring the expediency of securing a 
commeroial treaty -with the Hawaiian 
Kingdom. He reforrod to the United 
States treaty with tho Sandwich Islands, 
and said that a quantity of sugar had 
boen imported into British Columbia 
from those Islands. The object of the 
United States was to obtain possession of 
tho Sandwich Islands, the half-way hou.se 
between China and British Columbia, and 
in such a caso tho inteeests of tho Dom- 
inion would ho jeopardized, lie there- 
fore asked that tho attention of tho Gov- 
ernment might be directed to tho sub- 
ject, so that we might securo a similar 
treaty, 

Mr.JMackenzio said that he had no ob- 
jection to tho motion, although ho was 
not aware what tho Government could do 
beyond instituting such enquiries as 
would snablo us to tako advantagoof any 
fnvorablo circumstances thatmigbt arisa.

Editor Colonist. — Ah any tiling con- 
nected with a largo outlay of public 
monoy by tho Corporation of Victoria 
has a direct interest for every citizen, 
allow me through tho medium of your 
fearless journal to give a few circum- 
stances connected with tbo contract 
for hauling tho water pipes which 
soom of a very doubtful character. 
Tenders for hauling said pipes were 
called for by public advertisement on 
tho 5th of March. Aftor tbo specified 
time they -were examined and mine was 
found lo be the lowest — being $1432; 
Mr. Stelley's was about $2000. There 
woro intermediate tenders. The con- 
tract was awarded to me. I waited on 
tire "Water Commissioner ami as there 
was no special timo given for the com- 
pletion of tho work wo agreed on 80 
days. I was then prepared with re- 
sponsible bondsmen to sign the con- 
tract and proceed with tho work. Tho 
Water Commissioner not being in a po- 
sition to have vhe agreement signed, 
Raid ho would send mo word as soon 
as he was ready. In tho meantime I 
had been making preparation to pro- 
ceed with the work, when I received 
tho following note from the Commis- 
sioner : 

Victoria Wateb Works Oi itcb, 
April lst,1875. 
Mr. W. Tierney, Victoria, 

Dear Sir. — I havo been instructed 
by a Committee appointed by tho 
Council at their meeting held last 
night to inform you that the agree- 
ment for hauling the pipes from 
Sproat's wharf in accordance with your 
tender, must be signed by yourself 
and bond'tmen beforo two o'elook p. 
m. to-morrow; and also to inform yon 
that the work lias to bo commenced 
ono day after signing tho said agree- 
ment, and bo completed within GO 
days thereafter, and you aro to haul 
with not less than 3 teams. On your 
failing to comply with this, Iho con- 
tract, I am msU'uoled to inform you, 
will ho given to another contractor. 

I remain, dear Sir, your obod. 
Servant, 

J. D. Robinson, Commissioner. 

I went to the Commissioner's Qilico 
and agreed to the change of time 
from 80 to GO days, providing they 
would pay me 73 per oent. as tho work 
progressed. The Mayor said he could 
not tako on himself to insert that 
claiiBO in the agreement, but would 
consult Mr. Trounce (as he and Mr. 
Trounce were tho committee appoint- 
ed by tho Council); so lie left the of- 
fice." In tho meantime I wont to no- 
tify my bondsmen to come to tho office 
to sign the contract; when I returned 
to tho office with my bondsmen 
another vexatious douse was inserted 
in tho agreement, viz., thut I should 
haul with not less than three teams 
any day. I then saw that by hook or 
by crook I was to bo ousted to make 
way for another, so 1 addressed the 
following noto to the Commissioner: 

VicTonu, April 3,1875. 

Mr. J. D. Boblnson, Water Comviissiontr. 

Sir. — I beg to stato my reasons for 
not signing the agreement for haul- 
ing the water pipes* which was award- 
ed to mo some timo since. First, 
• onsider the time given (lit) days) was 
to short; but that objection was 
willing to pass over; but when a cqm- 
mitteu wishes to dicUto to me how 
many teams, ,t shall work. I consider 
they are going a step, too far. There- 
fore I decline to sign any such agree- 
ment. Tours respectfully, 

W. TlEUNKY. 

P. S. It might suit me suine days 
to work G or 8 teams, and I might see 
fit on other days to work but one or 
two; or the weather might be bad so 
I could not work any . Ho I hope you 
and others will seo the inconsistency 
of any such clause in any agreement.

I proposed, however, as a final ef- 
fort at agreement that instead of this 
clause I was willing to havo ono 
inserted that I should average not 
less than three teams, or to forfeit 
$1000 if 1 did not perform tho work in 
GU days. No, it would not do. I saw 
the whole thing was cut and dried. 
Tho committee who manipulated this 
very questionable transaotion woro no 
other than the Mayor and Mr. 
Trounce. I regret very much that 
Mr. Trounce should commence his 
civic career by such a questionable job; 
and what stamps it in still blacker 
colors is that the Commissioner re- 
monstrated with the Coinmitteo 
against the insertion of this clause, 
saving it was unnecessary, that he had 
no difficulty with contractors, nor did 
ho expect auy in this case, as the 
bondsmen were unexceptionable, 
Now, if this Committee of the 'Mayor 
and Mr. Trounce woro acting iu the 
interest of tho public, why did they 
not give notice to any of tho interme- 
diate tenderers, and I ask would thoy or 
any of them undertake tbe work on 
the terras. Thoy did nothing of tho 
kind. Thoy jumped from tho lowost 
to almost the highest at a bound, thii3 
throwing away about $000 of tho pub- 
lic money. Does anyone believe that 
the Mavor or Mr. Trounce would ho 
so lavish of their own private money? 
The idea is preposterous. 

J was anxious to put this caso in 
this matter of fact way beforo tho pub- 
lic, as it has been staled that I had 
hacked out of my contract. Tho facts 
show otherwise. Excuse this length- 
ened communication. But if it helps 
to exnqso and upset those dark-lantern 
proceedings it will havo resulted in 
some good, for it is a farce of the 
broadest kind to call for tenders and 
ant in this shamefully partial manner, 
Why not give tho work out privately 
aud'nvcid all this attempt to humbug 



the public nnd save expense.
